{2) Batanovtsi, a new camp opened March 1948; located about two 
kilometers above Bogdanov pels 

(3) Moshino 


The Bobov Dol camp is a coal mine located near Dupnitsa. 


The Japrad - Pulowekoy camp has several sub-camps: Celo Dulovo and 
Kapitan Dimitrievo and others not known by name.
